A DUEL TO THE DEATH. 


Extraordinary Contest Between a | 


Gorilla and a Lion. 


In the gloomy recesses of the primeval | 


‘ forests still to be found in Central Africa | 


there is a vast unexplored field still stretch- 
ing forth its unmeasured space to the 


hunter and the naturalist. To those who | 
know the face of nature as itis before the | 
corrosive hand of civilization sweeps across | 


it, there is little ground for wonder that 
the two are almost always in a greater or 
lesser degree united. Occasionally, then. 
even the most ardent hunter will lose the 
blood instinct that animates him, and,- low- 
ering his: rifle, perhaps in a moment of 
great personal danger, will forget his long 
and laboriously sought quarry to watch 
some new trait or fresh instinctin the uni- 
mal that, unconscious of his presence, gam- 
bols before him.

In 
front of us came the closer stems and 
thick, intertwining growth of vines and 
creepers, with stunted bushes and long 
pendant masses, impenetrable save where 
some gigantic brute had crushed a passage 
through, leaving his tracks in broken 
branches, crushed bushes and thickly-scat- 
tered twigs. Birds of gorgeous plumage 


with harsh, dissonant voices peopled the:

casionally the hoot of an owl, or the chatter 
ofa stray monkey, which sounded strange- 
ly in. the peculiar silence of the forest.

The Marriage Contract Destroyed 
by Fire. 

San Francisco, May 3.—Argument 
began before the Supreme Court of 
California to-day on the appeal of 
Frederick Sharon from the order of 
the lower Court denying the motion 
for a new trial of the celebrated Sharon 
divorce case. Frederick Sharon, exe- 
cutor of the estate, was made respond- 
ent in the case on the death of ex- 


Senator William Sharon in 1885. On 
February 2Ist last Sharon’s counsel 
moved that the alleged contract of 
marriage on which Sarah Althea Hill, 
now wife of Judge Dayid 8. Terry, 
based her claims to a part of the 
Sharon estate be produced in Court 
and canceled, and agreeable to a de- 
cree of the United States Circuit Court, 
dated September 29, 1885, the Supreme 
Court to-day granted the motion. 

But a sensation occurred when 
Judge Terry arose and said that this 
famous document was consumed in 
the fire which destroyed his library at 
Fresno on the night of August 11, 
1888. He afterward made an affidavit 
to this effect. 

Arguments in the case will continue 
to-day and to-morrow. The point 
sought to be made by the Sharon heirs 
is that the United States Court had 
jurisdiction in the matter, and that its 
decision declaring the contract a forg- 
ery and “wh ageperin enjoining Sarah 
Althea asserting community 
rights was final. 


The Copper Market.

OLD-TIMES ROCKS. 


What Wonderful Change’ a 
Few Years Make. 


Dr. Hogan as He Made His Ap- 
pearance Twenty-Five 
Years Ago. 


Reno, May 3, 1889. 
Eprror Gazette: While time is 
passing and we are reminded that a 
hundred years have just passed since 
George Washington, Esq., was first 
sworn as President of this grand Re- 


‘| public, it may not be amiss to suggest 


that to-day is the anniversary of an 
event in the history of our county, for 
this day, twenty-five years ago, one of 
our best and most prominent citizens 
first set foot on the soil of Washoe 
county. Born and raised in the Buck- 
eye State, he was then, and ever since 
has been, proud of the fact that for 
many vears he was known among his 


peers as an “‘ Ohio man.’”’ But, not 
like so many from Ohio, he came not 
for office. No, his ambition was of 
another sex, or kind, as it were. Like 
his prototype, Horace Greeley, he came 
in the interests of the husbandman. 

The successful tilling of the soil"was 
more to him than the spoils of office. 
To be a farmer was unto him what the 
United States Senate has been to some 
others among u8, and to say he has suc- 
ceeded is but drawing it mild. 

The writer of this was one of the 
first to welcome him to our valleys. 
It was at the then village of Ophir, in 
Washoe Valley, where he first made 
his appearance. But he came not as 
the aforesaid H.G. No. He was not 
heralded in advance; the electric tele- 

ph did not foretell his arrival, nor 
did the overland stage whirl him 
across the dusty plains, but he came 
as did many other pilgrims—he walked 
—and, after entering Major Ham- 
mond’s tavern and throwing down his 
roll of dusty blankets in the corner of 
the room, he announced the fact that 
he had ‘‘come to stay.’”’ But m 
friend was not then the handsome fel- 
low-citizen as he now appears daily on 
the streets of Reno. On the contrary, 
he looked the worse for wear and tear. 
His pilgrimage across the continent did 
not have a favorable effect on his con- 
stitution and by-laws. He was foot- 
sore, with a stone bruise on one heel 
and a blister on the other. His wear- 
ing apparel showed abrasion, and. his 
unkempt hair, which was long, thick 
and frowsy, suggested that he might 
belong to the tribe of Esau. But he 
was young and vigorous, and the cli- 
mate being in harmony with his dis- 
position, he soon recovered. At the 
little store then kept by Beck he got 
arnica for his sores. A few square 
meals at the hotel kept by John Lantz 
soon filled out his lank sides, while old 
Ephraim, the Jew clothing man, fur- 
nished him with a change of raiment. 
In a few weeks he had painted a sign 
which bore this legend, ‘‘ Dr. Hogan,

GOOD COMPLEXION. 


How Girls of Slender’ Means May 
Improve Their Looks. 


Throw Paints and Cosmetics to the Dogs, 


“Tt is just as easy to have a 
plexion as a good education,” says a fair t 
lady whose soft, smooth skin is the pride of 
her heart and the envy of her friends, in 
the New York Suwa. ‘It requires a little 
self-denial and a constant, untiring effort in 
the right direction to obtain the former 
grace as well as the latter, and it all de- 
pends on a few simple principles, the most 
important of which is cleanliness. 

True, Iam not writing for the benefit of 
the lilies of life who “toil not,” etc., for 
they are supposed to have each her own 
maid who understands all the secrets, 
charms, arts, sciences and luxuries of the 
toilet; but to the ordinary sweet woman, who 
keeps her house and cares for her babies, 
and to the bright, common-place girls who 
sew on their own buttons and brush their 
own hair, I could give a few simple sugges- 
tions, the carrying out of which involves 
small expense and occupies little time. 

A plain, wholesome, nutritious diet is as 
necessary toaclear skin as sunshine and 
rain are to flowers, and a careful avoidance 
of indigestible substances must be exercised. 
No definite general rules for diet can be 
laid down, since “ what is one man’s meat is 
another man’s poison,’’ but it is safe to say 
that gravy and grease, salads. and sweet- 
meats, should be avoided, or eaten in small 
quantities, and under most favorable condi- 
tions. Butter, cream and olive oil, s0 com- 
‘ined with food as to be palatable as well 
as digestible, are generally conceded to be 
beneficial to all but extremely corpulent 
women. Many girls seem to have a morbid 
craving appetite for spices, pickles and 
candies, which “ grows by what it feeds 
on,’’ and should not be indulged, as a desire 


just as a taste for good reading can be ac- 
quired. 

Startling and shocking as it may seem, 
many afine skin is ruined by negicct of 
frequent and careful bathing, and the 
damage done by this neglect can never be 
repaired by all the costly unguents, lotions 
and cosmetics yet invented. Nothing is more 
beneficial to the complexion than a brisk, 
cold sponge bath on rising, followed by suf- 
ficiently vigorous friction with a bath towel 
to preventa chill, the face receiving its 
share of the rubbing unless it be very 
sensitive, when the friction may be applied 
by the bare hands, all to be followed by a 
dust of the most delicate toilet powder to 
absorb the perspiration sure to follow sovig- 
orous a bath. On retiring a warm bath 
should be taken and the face bathed slowly, 
carefully and thoroughly with warm water 
and Castile soap. The oily matter exuding 
from the surface of the skin catches and re- 
tains minute particles.of dust which can not 
be removed without soap, notwithstanding 
the hue and cry raised against the use of 
soap on the face. Imported Castile soap, un- 
perfumed, is made of clear olive oil, and 
acknowledged by chemists to be absolutely 
pure, while I have proved it, by long and “ 
constant use, to be not only harmless but 
beneficial. Black specks may be removed 
from the face by rubbing it each night with 
lemon juice after a thorough bath, and gen- 
tle friction with the hand, which, if it cause 
irritation, should be followed by an applica- 
tion of mingled glycerine and rose water. 
This entire process need occupy but ten 
minutes in the morning and twenty minutes 
at night, and can, if necessary, be taken 
from our regular sleep, as the bath is quite 
as restful and refreshing as the half hour’s 
sleep could be. 

No day should pass without some active ; 
exercise in the open air; and by this I do 
not mean a leisurely stroll through the park 
or a half day’s shopping in crowded, 
heated stores, but a quick, brisk walk of 
three, four or even five miles. Women, as 
a rule, stay indoors too much, worry, dream 
and grieve over their many trials, losses 
and crosses, stitch them into scarfs, cur- 
tains and doyleys, and become languid, life- 
less, colorless and sallow thereby. Sorrow 
seems to be woman’s inheritance, and be- 
tween her and her longed-for Eden there 
stands ever the guarding cherubim with 
the flaming sword; but do not lie down 
meekly as it comes to thee, but rise up in 
thy womanliness and wrestle with thy 
grievance as Jacob wrestied with the 
angel, until it bring thee a blessing—make 
thy sorrow a servant unto thee, which shall 
minister unto thy strength and nobility of 
character, and thereby add new beauty to 
thy countenance. Take thy woes out into 
the sunshine, they need air and light; 
pound down thy pain, walk thy firm, swift
